BISHOP FALIOWS. difficulties for every 
administration to overcome; faults would be 
found with any administration because no 
man could be perfect, however near he might 
approach it. There had been men in office 
who, if they had been allowed to act independ- 
ently, would have given to the city a good, 
honest business administration. 

One great trouble had been the lack of 
money, and without money the work could not 
well be carried on. The cleaning of alleys 
was a more imperative necessity than the 
cleaning of the streets, for the reason that the 
alleys were breeders of disease, while dirty 
streets ordinarily meant only discomfort. In 
cunclusion Bishop Fallows said it would be an 
absolute impossibility for several years at 
least to put the streets and alleys in shape 
owing to the lack of funds. 

Miss Jane Addams was the next speaker. 
She began with the general statement that 
the Health Department acted never on its 
own accord, but only when requested to do so 
by interested-citizens, While it never took 
the initiative, it would in most casee neglect the 
cases brought to its attention. The Street 
Department would not pave a street until 
some one started a vigorous agitation. In 
Philadelphia the streets and alleys were 
kept much cleaner than in Chicago. One 
great source of danger that threatened 
the health of the people of the crowded tene- 
ment district were the rag shops which in- 
fested the West Side. These were breeders of 
disease. In Philadelphia a rag shop was not 
allowed within 100 feet of any building used 
a8 a dwelling, and in consequence there were 
no rag shops in the tenement districts.

The trouble underlying our police system is the 
same as our municipal government—it is rotten 
to the core. There is no reason to expect much 
from our worthy Chief of Police under the pres- 
ent system. 


Polities on the Force. 


Mr. Gifford then discussed the political feat- 
ure of the police force. He could not under- 
stand what the election of a President or a 
Governor had to do with the selection of a 
Mayor. He said that because a Democrat had 
been elected President of the United States 
and a Democrat had been elected Governor it 
was expected that the city election would go 
overwhelmingly Democratic. The Democratic 
Mayor, he said, would appoint a Demo- 
cratic Chief of Police. After speaking of 
the police system of Boston he suggested that 
a board of police commissioners be appointed 
for Chicago, but instead of being selected by 
the Governor he proposed that the commis- 
sioners be appointed by the Superior and 
Circuit Court Judges. His plan is that the 
Judges select two Republican Commissioners 
and two Demooratic, and that at the end of 
two years they draw lots tosee which one will 
retire, and that hia successor be appointed for 
eight years. At the end of four years another 
one should retire in a similar manner, and a 
new man appointed for eight years and so on. 
The salary of each commissioner should be 
$5,000. The board should select a chief, who 
should have absolute control. All appeals 
from the chief should be to the board, and 
from the board to the Judges. 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson spoke of the 
free bath system which was established in a 
small way last summer. With a capital of 
only $505, part of which was still left in the 
treasury, a public bath had been established 
at the foot of Chicago avenue, where during a 
period of two months and twelve days 31,000

Willis G. Jackson thought the city should 
increase its revenue and make an entire 
change in its roster of officers. At least, that

til recently, but when 
he thought that Ed 
Cullérton had recently 
been elected to a re- 
sponsible office he was 
inclined to lose hope in 
the value of reforms 
which must come 
through the ballot-box. 
The Real-Estate Board, 
though its members 
would suffer most from 
its application, had pre- 
pared a plan for mak- 
ing a levy of one-haif 
of one mill, to be used 
in cleaning streets and 
alleys, but 
failed to pass the Leg- 
isiature. In conclu- 
sion Mr. Jackson 
W. G. JACKSON. said good work could 
not be secured when the city’s employés were 
appointed for political services rendered in 
the past, or to be rendered in the future. 

B. A. Ulrich read a paper on How Chicago 
Should Be Governed.” Mr. Ulrich treated 
his subject in an exhaustive manner, and 
quoted extensively from writers who have 
made municipal government a study. He 
also suggested anumber of changes in the 
charter and outlined a plan of government. 
Miss Ada C. Sweet was the last speaker. 
She spoke first of the way appointments were 
made in the City Hall through politicians 
whose names were unknown to the people of 
the city, ending with these words: 

We, the members of the Municipal Order 
League, have long ago given up as useless the 
visits we used to make to the Health Commission- 
ers and other officers. Of what good 
was it for us to protest against the 
neglect of duty of employés appointed by the 
men who held the chief official in the palms of 
their hands, to support or to drop, as they 
pleased? We have done what we could, and now 
we appeal unto Cwesar—unto that which is as the 
voice of God—to the voice of the people. We say 
to them: Do that which is your duty, and the 
officials will then be such as will do their duty 
regardless of party faith or creed.”

Employes Claim That Incompetent Men 
Have Been Employed. 


It is not improbable that within twenty-four 
hours patrons of the L“ road will have to 
walk, or patronize cable-cars daytimes and 
the slow-going, horse-drawn vehicles at night. 
General Manager Barnard came near precipi- 
tating a strike of the operating force at 1 
o’clock yesterday afternoon by issumg an 
order discharging seven engineers, four con- 
ductors, and three guards, for alleged viola- 
tion of the rules of the company. A tie-up of 
the road was only prevented by prompt and 
energetic action on the part of the Employés’ 
Executive committee, which ordered engineers 
back to their engines and told men to remain 
‘at their posts until all efforts to settle the 
trouble had been exhausted. 

The trouble began something over a week 
ago, when it is alleged the company hired sev- 
‘eral engineers who were not competent to 
handle compound engines which burn hard 
coal. The employés of the road claim they 
have taken great pride and pains to give the 
company and the public good service, and 
they did not relish having men connected 
with the operating department who were not 
up to the standard in their estimation. 


Meet and Discuss the Matter, 


After informally talking the matter over it 
was decided to hold a meeting at which as 
many of the employés were to be present as 
possible. Friday night the word was passed 
around to gather at No. 3954 State street, and 
‘when the Chairman called the meeting to 
order 180 of the 200 men in the operating de- 
partment were present. The men claim that 
nothing was said at this meeting which had not 
for its aim the bettering of the service and that 
there was no talk whatever ofastrike. A 
committee was appointed to wait on General 
Manager W. T. Barnard and lay before him 
the evidence of the incompetency of the new 
men. 
According to the story told by the men Mr. 
Barnard received ‘the committee pleasantly 
and said that if its members had any evidence 
to present he would call a meeting of the 
Trial Board and give the new employés‘a 
chance to be heard in their own defense. The 
committee thanked him and started its work 
of gathering evidence. 

Mr. Barnard’s “ Discharging ” Order. 

At 1 o’clock yesterday they were astonished 
and wrathy when the following general order, 
which bears the date of Saturday, was served 
upon every employé of the road: 

CrircaGo, Nov. 26, 1892 —General Order No. 19: 
For willful violation of General Rule No. 1 the 
following named employés are hereby dismissed 
from the Rapid Transit and Bridge Construction 
company. The Superintendent will immediately 
furnish them with pay certificates : 

Engineers R. G. White, F. F. Palmer, H. F. 
Stantield, R. E. Knox, J. Weber, M. J. Snover, F. 
S. Sembler. 

Action in the cases of W. F. Van Horn and A. 
A. Schwind is suspended to afford them an oppor- 
tunity as the committee selected by the men to 
secure evidence against an employé, charged by 
the above named engineers and others as being 
unfit for the service of this company, to perform 
their duty and present such evidence to the Gen- 
eral Manager for his action.

The General Manager is aware that others be- 
sides the fo ing have been engaged (but, as he 
underst in a minor degree) in attempting to 
create dissatisfaction in the service and other- 
wise to interfere with the company’s policy, but 
trusts that they and all other employés will un- 
derstand that while, on ite part, the company will 
live up to its promises as contained in General 
Rule No. 1, it is also its firm intention, under 
any and all circumstances, to require all employés 
to live up to their obligations under that rule. 
W. T. Barnarp, General Manager, 
Men Quit Their Engines. 


The orders were given to the men at the 
Thirty-ninth Street Station, and several en- 
gineers and firemen got down out of the en- 
gine cabs and prepared to go home. Com- 
mitteemen F. Sembler and A. A. Schwind 
were present, and gave orders to them to re- 
turn to their posts and stay there until they 
were ordered to quit or they were discharged. 
The men did as they were ordered, and the 
committee at once sent telegrams to C. M. 
Arthur of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, Cleveland, and Grand-Organizer 
Harrihan of the firemen, asking them to come 
to Chicago at once and take charge of af- 
fairs. 
Rule 1, to which General Manager Barnard 
refers, says that ahy acceptance of service is 
understood as an acquiescence to the rules, 
regulations, aad policy of the company. The 
policy is to have the interests of all employés 
the same as its own. Every man is to receive 
a kindly and a patient hearmg before he is 
discharged, and any employé is free to lay 
any grievance before the General Manager 
personally. The rule also states that every 
employé detected in attempts to create dis- 
turbances or dissatisfaction in the service, oF 
in any manner interfering with the company’s 
policy, is to be discharged. 
The men claim the officials have been the 
ones to violate Rule 1 in that they have by 
their general order discharged men who had 
not attended the meeting Friday night last. 
They are Engineers R. E. Knox and M. J. 
Snover and Conductor Ira B. Buck. 
It is claimed that the new men are from 
among those who worked on the Burlington 
road during the strike on that system, and 
that they were discharged there for incompe- 
tency and intoxication. Itis also claimed 
that the new men are working for less wages 
than those paid the old men, the regular 
schedule being: Engineers, $3.50 per day; fire- 
men, $2; conductors, $2 and $2.25; and guards, 
$1.65 and $1.75. 

Want to Call the Men Out. 
The employés did not hold a meeting last 
night as they had expected earlier in the 
evening, preferring to wait until they could 
hear from the chiefs of their organizations. A 
number of them were down near the Thirty- 
ninth street yards talking over the situation, 
and while some of them were in favor of cail- 
ing all the men out wiser counsel prevailed. 
A meeting is to be held some time today ar 
tonight, when a decision will be reached. 
The men are confident that some one has 
misrepresented them to the officials, but just 
who-has done this they are unable as yet to 
decide. 
Chairman A. A. Schwind of the employés’ 
committee said there was ‘nothing said 
at the meeting Friday night but that might 
have been said in the company’s offices with 


„Everything was in the interest of the com- 
bany, said he, and for the bettering of the 
service. Our men are much worked up over 
the general order, and we have had hard work 
to keep them from striking. We have been 
firm, however, and do not want the men to go 
out and inconvenience the public until we 
have used every resource at our command to 
put us right before the officials. If it comes 
to a strike we will have the men quietly leave 
their work and go about their business. There 
will be no trouble whatever.

ALLEGED EMBEZZLEMENT OF $25,000. 


The Rand-McNally Company Brings Suit 
Against a Former Employe. 

Rand, MeNally & Co, brought suit in the 
Superior Court ye | Charles R. 
Williams, formerly a confidential employé, 
for $25,000, which the flrm allege he had em- 
bezzled. Williams had been in the employ of 
the firm for twelve years. His apparently 
steady habits and integrity had ied his em- 
ployers to repose implicit confidence in him. 
He came to Chicago from London, England, 
and began work with the firm as au advertis- 
ing solicitor. Success attended him and in 
time more responsibility and better wages 
were given him. He was finally given charge 
of all the advertisements for the Bankers 
Directory and other publications issued by 
the Rand-McNally company. 

He was a man of domestic tastes and 
straight habits. He was a churchgoer and 
notaclubman. He has a wife and ten chil- 
dren, and epent his time out of business 
hours at home. 

Last spring Fred McNally was putin charge 
of the financial department of the firm. In 
July Williams was summarily discharged 
from the employ of the house. He was wide- 
ly known in business circles and his discharge 
created some comment. To all inquiries the 


firm members simply said that Mr. 
Wilhams had resigned to go to 
New York to engage in _ business. 


Before his dismissal he was charged with the 
embezzlement. He made a confession to the 
attorney of the firm, Jacob Newman, and 
pleaded piteously for mercy. That was last 
Juiy. On account of his family he was not 
arrested. He had accumulated considerable 
property and promised to make restitution. 
Williams went to New York. Every demand 


Some of his property was billed to be sold 
on the Real Estate Board yesterday. On 
learning this Attorney Newman began the 
suit, and ran an attachment against his prop- 
erty, preventing hint from disposing of it 
until the suit is settled. 

Mr. Newman when seen said: “It is diffi- 
cult to tell how long the work of e:nbezzle- 
ment had been going on. Williams owns the 
improved property northwest corner of Seeley 
avenue and Adams street. He paid $20,000 
for it, and it is worth now $40,000. It is but 
slightly incumbered. The money due the 
firm will doubtless be recovered. He also 
owned a farm near Wheaton. His confession 
to me was confidential. It would be indeli- 
cate to speak of it. Heis nowin San Fran- 
cisco. 

Fred McNally said: The case is a sad one 
because of his family of ten small children. 
He is more to be pitied then blamed. He 
was too weak to withstand temptation.”’ 

It is said that Williams would hand in bills 
to the firm purporting to be amounts due as 
commissions to fictitious advertising agents 
in Eastern cities, and that he would have 
checks drawn on the firm payable to the order 
of these names. 

The Williams property is known as No. 771 
West Adams street, and consists of a fine 
dwelling house on a lot 127x106 feet.

Francis W. Holbrook, the Expert Account- 
ant, Reports to the Council That City 
Clerk J. J. Adams and the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Have Been Con-. 
ducting Their Offices Practically With. 
out Books—Unbusiness-like Methods Em- 
ployed—The Report Referred. 


Ald. J. W. Thompson appeared at the Coun- 
cil meeting at Evanston last night with a 
trunk full of papers. Those papers contained 
a report that struck the Council like a clap of 
thunder. The lightning played around the 


to have tangled up Evanston’s money matters, 
Only four or five persons in Evanston knew it 
was coming. 

Ald. Thompson was appointed some time 
ago as a special committee to investigate 
Evanston’s municipal finances, which rumor 
said were bad y tangled. The Alderman se- 
cured Francis W. Holbrook, the expert ac- 
countant who assisted Mayor Washburne and 
Commissioner Aldrich not long ago in in- 
vestigating the books of Chicago’s Water Of- 
fice. Mr. Holbrook charged Evanston $4,500 
for the work. The Aldermen voncluded last 
night that it was worth all it cost, but Evans- 
ton has only $16 in its treasury. 

Ald. Thompson gave a report of his own 
before reading Expert Holbrook’s story. He 
said that the investigation had shown that no 
complete system of records had been any- 
where obtainable showing in detail the sources 
of receipt of vast sums of money paid in by 
the people and the particular objects for which 
they had been paid out. A complete set of 
books had to be made. The Commissioner of 

lic Works had been allowed to. be 
almost without records, The City Clerk’s 
work was considerably in arrears. 
His cash book showed that he had paid out 
more than he had collected. When stubs and 
vouchers were called for they could not be 
produced. Lack of system had rendered the 
accounts incoherent, incomplete, and unre- 
liable. . 

Ald, Thompson then read Mr. Holbrook’s 
report. He moved to have it referred to a 
committee of three. Ald. Merrick wanted 
something done right away. Aid. O' Niei said 
no one ever dreamed that the job would coat 
over $1,000, but he guessed it was worth all it 
cost for future reference. 

The Counvil referred both the Aldermanic 
and expert. reports to Ald. Smyth, Mills, and 
Cowper, who will report when the Council 
meets next Monday night. 

The Expert's Report. 

Mr. Holbrook’s report was essentially as 
follows: 

Payments of all kinds appear to have been paid 
out of one pot,“ into which all receipts appear 
to have been “dumped.” Nearly one whole 
month was required by two of my best men to find 
out to which special assessment, and how 
much to each one, an aggregate of 
about $6,000 belonge, which was turned 
over to the City of Evanston by the 
Village of South Evanston. Water tax funds, 
dog and hack license funds, and special assese- 
ment collections appear to have been used to pay 
the first bilis that came along, whether the cash 
in hand had been paid in by your taxpayers 
for such bills or otherwise. This is but 
a sample of the condition of things 
that was found when we commenced work. While 
you and the Mayor were urgent in all this work, 
we have been seriously and very annoyingly nin- 
dred and delayed at almost every step by the City 
Clerk and one or more of your Council. There- 
fore, we submitted to being howled at and in- 
sulted while we were quietly prosecuting our 
work, 

There appeared to be no books on file with the 
City of Evanston to show what amount of money 
was received by the predecessor of your present 
Commissioner of Public Works for water per- 
mits, sewer connections, ete., and how much he 
may still be indebted to the city, I was unable to 
determine, or if anything. That he kept a book 
of some kind, showing in some manner how much 
his collections and disbursements amounted to, 
I assume to be a fact, because in June this year 
he paid over to your City Treasurer $279. to be 
credited to sewer funds, $70; to water-works 
funds, $200. And again Aug. 9, this year, he again 
made a payment to your City Treasurer of $201.50, 
to be credited to sewer fund, $70; te water- 
works fund, $131.50. This makes a total of $480.50 
paid into the city treasury by a former Commis- 
sioner of Public Works since Evanston became a 
city. . i 

Your City Treasurer and your City Collector 
both say the same of their outfit—viz.: ‘ Very 
simple, perfect, and complete; just what I need 
to keep my matters straight and business-like.” 
But with such loose or no methods as they really 
were errors ought not to be wondered at. Even 
stubs and vouchers, if any existed, were not 
forthcoming when we called for them. This was 
very unfortunate. There should never be 
allowed any such thing as unnumbered 
and loose receipts, licenses, vouchers, orders, 
in any of your municipal departments. 
Such like documents as I found in use were 
merely made up in pads and not numbered, so 
that but few stubs were produced when we called 
for them, therefore, the duplicate evidence of 
money paid in for water tax, licenses, etc., was 
partially or wholly missing. There wis a large 
number of such stubs in the drawers of the desks 
which we were using during the earlier 
part of our work, at its commbncement, and when 
we got to this part of our work—viz.: Auditing 
the City Clerk’s cash books, calied for these stubs, 
telling the Clerk where we had seen a large quan- 
tity of these stubs, but could not find them now, 
he replied about as follows: 

So He Destroyed Them. 


“Yes, there were a lot in those drawers, and 
when I cleaned out the drawers I had no place to 
put those stubs, so 1 destroyed them,” or words 
to this effect. 

A valuable book to your Council will be found 
in the general and combined pay-roll book, which 
I have planned and handed to your City Clerk. 
The same may also be said of the bond register 
and coupon book which I have provided you with. 
These two books take the place of—nothing; 
you had nothing except the knowletige that 
you occasionally issued some bonds; that there 
were some outstanding and unpaid and that the 
coupons were all probably paid. But when I 
came to find out the facts to enter in this bond 
register they were scattered, and I called for the 
coupons paid, to paste them in their places in the

George Walters Believed to Be One of the 
Men Who Shot John Kane, 

George Walters was arrested last night in 
Max Eisenberg's boot and shoe store, No. 
2508 State street, while with two companions 
he was trying to hold up the proprietor. The 
three men were masked. A man named Rus- 
sell identified Walters asone of the three 
masked men who robbed James H. Vaitze’s 
till at No. 509 Thirty-ninth street Sunday 
night, and by John Campbell Jr. as-one of the 
three masked robbers who entered his father’s 
saloon, No. 4002 Armour avenue, the same 
evening, and one of them shot John Kane. 
The fellow did not admit he was one of 
the three who operated Sunday night, but he 
said he was working last evening under an ar- 
rangement with two North Side crooks. After 
robbing Eisenberg they intended to scatter, 
then meet again and continue their work in 
the Town of Lake. 

At 8:30 o’clock last night two men with 
drawn revolvers stepped into Eisenberg's 
shoe shop. In the rear are the living rooms of 
the owner of the shop, his family, and a work- 
man, Sam Bruder. Bruder and Eisenberg 
were both at their work behind a small parti- 
tion. Walters covered Bruder with a revolver 
and asked: Who has got the money?, Be 
quick about it.” 

The other man was standing at the door, 
while athird one was keeping guard outside. 
The workman grabbed the robber’s hand and 
revolver, and a fight for its possession ensued. 
Eisenberg came to his workman’s aid. Mrs. 
Eisenberg rushed out into the street and 
yelled “‘Police!’’ Officer Frank Stevens 
of the Cottage Grove Avenue Station 
rushed in and arrested the robber who was 
fighting with Eisenberg and his workman. 
He gave the name George Walters. The 
other two escaped. Walters gave their names, 
The officers hope to catch them before to- 
night. 
CHESAPEAEE OYSTER SUPPLY SCARCE. 


Packers Unable to Fill One-third of Their 
Orders. 

The Chesapeake oyster supply this winter 
will not be sufficient to keep the many large 
packing-houses running on half time, while a 
score or more of the smaller establishments 
will not start their machinery at all. At the 
beginning of the season in September the 
oysters were large and plump. The fine qual- 
ity created an unusual demand and dealers 
wete unable to supply it.

It expresses also the ideas 
of the Democratic masses, who think that the 
division of the spoils should be the first and 
last result of victory. It is not, however, the 
dectrine preached by the two MacVeaghs, Carl 
Schurz, by some of the sincere “tariff for 
revenue only Democrats, or by the junior 
Democratic organ of this city. 
Prior to the election all the Democratic 
orators and papers denounced the present 
tariff law. They said that it was oppressing 
the farmer and the workingman for the sole 
benefit of a few tens of thousands of manu- 
facturers. While nearly all these Democrats 
dodged their platform, which pledged them 
to the abolition of all protection, there was 
not one of them who dodged the McKinley 
law. Every one insisted it must be repealed 
at the earliest possible moment. At all the 
glorification meetings held since the election 
the Democratic orators dwell almost exctusive- 
ly on the sweet spoils that have been won, the 
luscious plums, peaches, and oranges, and the 
big, savory watermelons, They have nothing 
to say about the tariff. The uncertainty as to 
Mr. Cleveland’s calling an extra session has 
pot troubled the office-hunt ing element of the 
Democracy, but his announcement that he 
will do nothing aboutthe division of the spoils 
before he is inaugurated has filled them with 
alarm, as it shows that it will be some little 
time after the 4th of March before they can 
enter into their inheritance. 
lt is plaia enough that the Democracy is di- 
vided into two factions. Oneof them is made 
up of the Randallites and the spoilsmen, the 
other of men who really believe that the tariff 
should be reduced as soon as possible and as 
nearly as possible to a free trade basis, be- 
cause they believe it will be of advantage to 
the country asawhole, or at least to those 
sections they represent, and because they be- 
lieve that the pledges sosolemniy made by 
their party should be kept to some extent. 
This wing probably has the smallest number 
of working politicians, but it has behind it

Yet it depended on the 
quality of the men elected Aldermen on that 
occasion whether the streets should be clean 
or dirty, the garbage burnt or piled up in the 
alleys or in festering heaps in the outskirts, 
the atmosphere pure or foul with smoke, the 
thoroughfares kept passable or furrowed with 
trenches. For as the Council is so is the 
general administration of civic affairs. With 
a bad Council the value of a good executive is 
lessened fully a half, The leading citizens 
thought otherwise, however, and kept away 
from the polls. If they wish to see the result 
let them study the down-town streets and re- 
flect that the Aldermen chosen last spring will 
hold office during the World’s Fair year. 
There are enough good men in the city who 
ought to know what good government ia to se- 
cure it whenever they want to do so, and that, 
too, without getting up a new party. But the 
trouble is that too many of them take no in- 
terest whatever in the matter. There are 
many people who call themselves intelligent 
who are indifferent whether the streets are 
clean or dirty, who do not object to garbage 
so long as it is not under their own noses, and 
who do not care whether the police force is 
efficieat or inefficient as long as they them- 
selves are not robbed. So long as they re- 
main in this frame of mind comparatively 
little will be accomplished in the way of re- 
form. The work will begin when they are 
converted, Until taxpayers can be induced 
to take an interest in local affairs they will 
have a rather shiftless government.

What this administration or the next will 
do cannot be told, but it is clear enough that 
the prestige and dignity of the United States

President Harrison is still engaged on his 
message and this week his utterances on the 
Panama question are awaited with eagerness. 
It is said that the steps which he is ready to 
take, as soon as the State Department has ob- 
tained more specific data regarding the 
Panama causes, will be exceedingly in- 
teresting. The subject will be tréated 
in general terms only in the annual 
message, but the President is going to express 
his convictions with the emphasis that he has 
usually employed when discussing interna- 
tional questions affecting the honor of the 
United States.

French Scientists Will Coustruct an Open 
Astronomical Observatory. 
[SPECIAL CABLE, | 

Paris, Nov. 28.—|Copyrighted, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—At today’s sitting 
of the Academy of Sciences a well-known 
astronomer presented a model of an obser- 
vatory which is to be erected on the top of 
Mont Blanc at an altitude of 4,800 meters. 
The building was erected at Mendon last year, 
then taken to pieces and the material carried 
up by guides. One-half is now at Grands 
Mulets at an altitude of 3,000 meters. The 
other half has been carried to an altitude 
4,500 meters and deposited at the foot of the 
rock which forms the summit. M. Janssen 
spoke in the highest terms of M. Eiffel, 
who has been one of the largest donors 
to the fund. He caused quite asensation by 
praying that, while so much Panama mud was 
being thrown, none of it would penetrate to 
the Academy. Experiments have proved that 
frozen snow, such as is found at the top of a 
mountain, is excellent building ground, Por- 
ters have already carried more than 1,300 
loads, The price of porterage is 3 francs a 
kilogramme, and in consequence of this high 
tariff Mr. Janssen estimates it will be cheap- 
er to make the cupola of aluminum than of 
steel, as originally intended. When open the 
observatory will be accessible to scientists of 
every nation.

MINISTER PHELPS’ STRANGE WORDS. 


After-Dinner Speech Causes Strong 
Comment in Berlin,

Bertin, Nov. 28.— ] Copyrighted, 1892, by 
James Gordon Benrfett.]|—Minister Phelps’ 
after-dinner speech at Kaiserhof has been 
much commented upon. After having start- 
ed in by praise of the Kaiser, under whose 
wise, beneficent rule Americans in Berlin 
lived so happily, his next sentence came as a 
surprise. After a moment’s hesitation he re- 
sumed and said: And let us be thankful 
that we have Bismarck, Wher the monarch 
of Friedrichsruhe roars the whole world is 
silent and listens. At the name of Bismarck 
there was first a dead silence in the large ban- 
queting hall and then there followed the 
heartiest, warmest applause of the evening. 
The next sentence was still more galling for 
the present government and Caprivi. 
When the echoes of applause had ceasea 
Mr. Phelps added: Aud let us be thankful 
that we do not belong to a country forced to 
keep up a huge standing army.“ 

A more scathing comment than the above, 
coming from the mouth of a diplomat, could 
scacce be imagined. At the present moment 
it cannot be looked upon as otherwise than 
the severest condemnation of Caprivi and the 
Army bill. Of Caprivi there was not a word 
of mention, of the Kaiser the highest praise, 
and of Bismarck a tribute of the highest kind 
as a power in the world and as a statesman of 
supreme talent, next to whose gigantic per- 
sonality all others dwarf, Since Caprivi’s 
speech few seek to conceal the fact that the 
Army bill stands but small chance-of passing 
in its original form. It will probably be so 
altered and mutilated that when it is sub- 
mitted to the Emperor he will throw it out. 
entirely. Iwo of the members of the Federal 
Council, which has been trimming the bill in 
hand, showed the utmost reserve, but they let 
it be understood that its demolition wowd not 
be in any wag apenas and was more than 
probable. privis remarks on Kussian 
armament had a bad effect. Only one year 
ago in a speech the Chancellor declared that 
there were no forces on the Russian frontier, 
and that there was no reason for any fear in 
that direction. Anti-ar ny parties are chuck- 
ling with delight, It is said that 500,000 marks 
have been taken from secret police service 
and added to the military bill. 

They Fear the Disease Is Cancerous. 

It is believed that the cold from which 
Emperor William suffers is a renewal of the 
trouble with his ear. The Emperor’s phy- 
sicians say that the tympanum of the Emper-. 
or’s ear is the seat of a protracted suppure- 
tion. While the Emperor’s physician has 
made these admissions, men of higher scien- 
titie reputation who have been ealled for con- 
sultation within the last two years believe the 
Emperor is suffering from acancerous affec- 
tion.

ROTHSOHILD’S PLAN OFFERED THE 
MONETARY OONFERENOE. 


He Declares Bimetallism to Be Impossible 
to England, but Suggests That the Pow- 
ers Purchase Enough: Metal to Main- 
tain Prices—Proposes to Increase Its 
Legal Tender Value in Great Britain— 
The Scheme Referred to a Committee 
—American Delegates Satisfied, 


Brusseis, Nov. 28.—Mr. De Rothschild’s 
proposals were submitted to the monetary 
conference when it met this afternoon. Sum- 
med up his proposals are that America should 
continue its present purchases of silver and 
the European powers should continue to buy 
an amount equal to £5,900,000 sterling yearly 
for five years at 43d. If silver should rise 
above that price the purchases are to be im- 
mediately suspended. 

The Russian delegate, M. Raffalovitch, 
moved that the proposal be referred to a 
small committee to consider, together with 
Soetbeer’s and Levi's schemes. The commit- 
tee, he said, ought to consist chiefly of busi- 
ness-men and non-diplomats. In view 
of the erroneous statements of the 
British and „Belgium press concerning 
the conference M. Raffalovitch moved that 
the committee be pledged to secrecy and that 
the report, giving the views of both the ma- 
jority and minority, be submitted to the con- 
ference Friday if possible. The plan of Mr. 
Rothschild, he said, was not without objection 
in principal and detail. . 

The Dutch delegate, Herr Berg, seconded 
the resolution, and it was unanimously 
adopted. A committee of twelve was ap- 
pointed, including Sir C. Freemantle, British, 
Guilford L. Molesworth, India, H. W. Can- 
non, United States, M. Foville, Franc, Sig. 
Simonelli, Italy, and M. Raffalovitch, with 
Alfred de Rothschild and M. Levi, Belgium, 
ex-officio mem bers. 

The American delegates authorize the state- 
ment that they are thoroughly satisfied with 
the turn of events, and consider that M. de 
Rothschild’s plan and today’s action of the 
conference amply justify the convoking of 
the conference, 

The Portuguese delegates have been in- 
structed by their government to act in har- 
mony with the British representatives. 

M. de Rothschild’s proposal to raise the le- 
gal tender of silver in England from £20 to 
£25 is of great importance, as it means En- 
glish £5 notes will be payable in silver. 

What De Rothschild Proposes. 

The document submitted by Mr. De Roths- 
child said in part: 

I feel that a gold standard in England is the 
only possible one, and if we consider that its 
whole commerce and a great part of that of other 
countries is carried on by bilis of exchange on Lon- 
don, which are naturally payable in gold, it must 
be admitted that the world generally transacts 
business on a gold basis, and that a double 
standard, with the exception of a modified 
form, does not exist even in those countries pro- 
fessing to pay in eitber metal. Whatever inter- 
national agreement should be made, and what- 
ever ratio should be established, gold alone will 
always be chosen as the favorite medium of set- 
tling large debts or making large remittances. 
It would be impossible to remit large sums of 
silver abroad, owing to tha.bulk. Gold will be 
sent even if it had to be bought at a premium. 

Referring to the depreciation of silver he 
said in addition: 

Germany's action in 1873 and the action of Italy, 
Russia, and Austria in amassing gold is con- 
clusive proof of the appreciation by great 
European countries of the advantage of a gold 
standard. I cannot deplore the ability of Indian 
exporters to send wheat to England simply be- 


cause it interferes with the British farmer. 
I hold that wheat at 30s instead of 
45s is a blessi rather than otherwise. 


[However, I think that the fall in the price of 
certain commodities is due to overproduction, 
chiefly owing to the development of new regions 
and to increased facilities of communication en- 
abling products to be placed at low prices 
in European markets. Apart from other 
considerations it seems to me that a 
universal arrangement of the currency question 
is impossible. Asthe wealth and the sources of 
expenditures of no two countries are alike, it 
would be impossible to carry on the trade of the 
world on a sound, stable basis if the debtor was 
allowed the option of paying in whichever eur- 
rency suited him. 

Although I hope that I have shown that bi- 
metallism is impossible in England, the question 
arises wiether or not it is possible to extend the 
nse of silver, thereby stopping a further fall and 
its disastrous consequences, whereof it is impos- 
sible to foresee. I therefore submit the proposal, 
not as an absolute, lasting remedy, but as a palli- 
ation. 

His Increased Legal Tender Idea. 

If you approve the plan, you can make a 
supplement to it in any way you think proper be- 
fore submitting to your governments. I think 
that such an arrangement will give general satis- 


faction. | believe that our American 
friends will find it it acceptable. I see no 
objection to silver being made a legal 


tender in England up to £5. I believe that the 
proposal will be well received in India. Th bulk 
of the population will recognize that no material 
alteration is suggested, while the merchantd and 
bankers will know that tho exchanges are 
given a stability which will remain undis- 
turbed during a period of five years. Un- 
stable exchange more than depreciation of 
the rupee is the chief factor of complaint in In- 
dia. The gold market will also be relieved, as 
only European appeals will be made thereto for 
a long time, and as South Africa is increasing her 
— of gold the arrangement suggested will 
enable Russia and Austria to complete purchases 
without undulying intorfering with the money 
market. 

If the conference adjourns without having ac- 
complished one definite result it will cause a fall 
in silver frightful to contemflate. It will cause a 
monetary panic, of which it is impossible to fore- 
tell the far-spreading effects. 

I allude to India because the cessation of the 
Indian demand for silver or a material decline 
in the specie owing to the legislation would ma- 
pipers! affect, not only the savings of hundreds 
of millions of people, but the value of silver gen- 
erally. Itherefore hope for your ultimate ap- 
proval, as, although it may be urged that coun- 
tries not so interested as England and India are 
disposed to make sacrifices, I yet believe that 
what is best for the world genorally must prove 
best for individual interests. 


GLADSTONE’S HOME RULE SCHEME, 


He Proposes to Divide Ireland Into Prov- 
inces with State Powers, 

Loxpox, Nov. 28.—The following plan of 
Irish home rule is said to be the one which 
Mr. Gladstone will submit in the bill he is 
now framing: 

Make of Ireland a dominion divided into four 

rovinces—viz.: Ulster, Munster, Connaught, and 

einster, Let each provings have its own House 
of Representatives, elected by manhood suffrage 
and equal electoral districts, and let each House 
of Representatives elect a number (proportioned 
to the population of the province) of life Senators 
to meet in Dublin and there constitute an Irish 
Senate. t each province have a Governor 
appointed by the crown, and let the Gov- 
ernor of Leinster be also the President of the 
Irish Senate. Let all the acts of a Provincial 
Parliament or of tlre Irish Senate be subjeét to 
the veto of the Governor until passed a second 
time by some stipulated considerable majority, 
and let each Governor have the power of dissoly- 
ing and convoki the Provineial Parliament. 
Let each Provincial Parliament have the full 
power of the 1 of an American State, 
and let the Irish Senate have the full powers of 
the United States Federal Government, with the 
following limitations: 

a. No armed forces, fortresses, arsenals, or ships 
of war to be created or maintained other than 
such as may be appointed by the Imperial Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain and Ireland. 

b. No relations with foreign powers to be estab- 
— except as arranged by the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. 

c. No taxesto be imposed upon commerce be- 
tween lreland and any other British country. 

No legislation by either Senate or Provin- 
cial Parliament to take place in violation of per- 
sonal liberty or ae freedom or religious be- 
lief and thought or in confiscation of private 
property. 

o. The constitutionality or otherwise of any 
legislation, whether by the Irish Senate or any 
Provincial Parliament, to be subject to the ad- 
88 ot the Judicial committee of the 
rivy Council. 
f. The sovereignty of the Crown to be maintained. 
aud any decision of the Crown in Council to be 
enforced by warrant addressed to the Governor 
of a province. 
g. Let Ireland be represented in the Imperial Par- 
liament by, say, eighty members; twenty being 
selected by the people of each province,

Vine- 
yards covering an area Of 380,000 acres have al- 
ready been destroyed and _ 63,000 aeres more have 
been invaded by the pest. The Agricultural Coun- 
cil suggests that the only remedy will be found iu 
the propagation of American vines. 


SYSTEMATIC WORK OF BODY-SNATCHERS. 


More than Half the Graves of an Indian- 
apolis Cemetery Plundered, 

InpIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 28.—[Special. ]— 
The discovery of two cases of body snatching 
on succeeding days last week at Mount Jack- 
son Cemetery, west of Indianapolis, has led to 
an investigation that brings to light evidence 
of wholesale grave-robbing which has been 
carried on here for the purpose of furnishing 
cadavers to Cincinnati medical colleges. 
There are scores of graves in Mount Jackson 
Cemetery which contain nothing but empty 
boxes. It is said systematic plundering 
of graves at Mount Jackson has gone 
on without interruption, except for a few 
weeks last winter, following the sensational 
episode at that time whem body-snatchers 
were tracked to a medical college in this city 
and the body of a young woman recovered 
from a pickling vat. Now the grave-robbers 
have become more audacious, and it is said 
investigation would reveal that their terrible 
deeds extend to nearly half the graves in the 
Mount Jackson burial ground, It is the 
opinion of those, searehing out the evidence 
that there is a Hired gang of expert body- 
snatchers in the employ of medical colleges.

Wicurta, Kas., Nov. 28.—[Special. |}—An or- 
ganization having for its object gaining pos- 
session of and operating the rich gold mines 
known to exist in the southwest portion of the 
Comanche nation has been formed by some of

stories have been told for years by the soldiers, 
scouts, and cowboys of the gold mines of the 
Comanches, Now the Indians are said to be 
excited because of the presence at the gold 
fields in the Wichita, Rainey, and Arbuckle 
ranges of mountaims of scores of hunting 
parties who are said to be watching the 
mines. “Bob” Neff, a traveling salesman, 
has just returned from a trip through the 
Comanche country and he says the Indians 
are worked up, and the whites in the towns 
along the Rock Isiand extension are greatl 
excited over the knowledge recently gain 
of the scheme of prominent men to 
get possession of the mines. Sena- 
tor Perkins of Kansas and United States 
shal Grimes of Oklahoma are mentioned as 
prominent members of the organization and 
it is said a number of Congressmen are in the 
scheme. Sheriff Isaac Ault of this county 
said tonight that he was a member of the or- 
ganization and so was Grimes. 

The plan of the projectors, it is said, is to 
enact alaw at the short session of Congress 
allowing settlers to locate on mining claims 
under mining law. If this fails there will be 
40,000 or 50, men rushed pell mell into the 
gold regions.

TWO LITTLE MATTERS TO SETTLE, 


Work for the County Commissioners Be- 
fore the Board Ends Its Career. 

The Board of County Commissioners de- 
cided yesterday to postpone its death until 
next Saturday and adjourned to that day to 
clear up some little matters. 

One of these is the payment of a bill of 
$999.25 for decorating the Court-House for the 
World's Fair dedicatory ceremonies. There 
is a bit of history connected with the bill, or 
really two bills, for one is for $499.50 and the 
other for $499.75. The members disliked to 
advertise for bids for domg the work, al- 
though they were confronted by the law, 
which declares that bids must be received in 
answer to advertisements for all work or ma- 
terial contemplatmg an outlay of $500 or over. 
So they made two requisitions, one for ma- 
terial not to exceed $499.99, the other for la- 
bor not to exceed the same amount. The 
bills came in several days ago, but Deputy 
Controller Healy refused to credit them. Yes- 
terday Commissioner Manierre moved a sus- 
pension of the rules in order to pass the bills. 
Deputy Controller Healy declared they must 
first go to the Finance committee. Manierre 
then moved that the Controller be ordered to 
credit the bills and send them to the Finance 
committee, which should report them at once. 
Mr. Healy refused to thus te made a party to 
the — of the bills, and, as, a last resort, 
the Finance zommittee was ordered to report 
the bills at a special meeting Saturday. 

The other matter which will be acted upon 
will, if passed, place the board im the peculiar 
light of paying the fiddler for the dancing 
Sheriff Gilbert has had to do on account of 
President Green’s veto of the Sheriff’s dieting 
bill, which the board refused to pass over his 
head. Commissioner Spencer presented the 
resolution, as follows:

Wuereas, Differences of opinion have pre 
vailed among the members of this board as to 
whether some of said bills should be allowed and 
paid or not, such differences of opinion arising 
from the fact that there has pever been a decision 
of the Supreme Court upon the legal questions in- 
volved, and iu consequence of such differences ot 
opinion some of said bills have uot been allowed 
and paid, and said Sheriff has been compelled to 
litigate the questions involved at a great expense 
to himself for attorney's fees and expenses upon 
such litigation; and 

WHEREAS, It seems fromthe decisions of the 
courts so far as such litigation has progressed 
that the position of said James H. Gilbert has 
been maintained ‘and that he was obliged to 
pecan such questions unnecessarily; therefore

Resolved, That said James H. Gilbert, Sheriff, 
is hereby authorized and empoweréd to pay from 
the moneys now in his hands, collected as fees 
from his otlice, the amount so expended on ac- 
count of liability so incurred by him because of 
such litigation, said amount paid out, however, 
not to exceed $3,000. ' 

The resolution was referred to the Public

Honorary Secretary of the Irish Industries 
Association Makes a Statement. 
The following letter to Taz TAIBUxx is self- 


explanatory: 

Owing to my immediate departure from Chica- 
go 3 I feel compelled, conscious as I am 
of the responsibilities of my position as Honorary 
Secretary of the 4risb Industries Association, to 
reaffirm through the public press the exact rela- 
tions existing between that association and 
the Exposition authorities in reference 
to the Irish village exhibit. From the 
first, when the Earl and Countess of Aberdeen 
visited Chicago and made onary aprerent the 
philanthropic character of the Irish exhibit at 
the Columbian World's Fair, the proposition has 

50 generously treated by the Exposition 
company and has met with such widespread and 
pular sympathy that no special explanation of 
2 objects and aims would have been at all nec- 


essary but for an_unfortunate controversy in 
which Mrs. Ernest Hart has seemed, at least in 
some of the newspapers of Chicago, to have 
figured as the leader of an opposition movement. 
I certainly do not for one moment venture to dis- 
parage the significantly usefal and charitable 
work which this accomplished lady has achieved 
in County Donegal. As the Hon. Mr. Plunkett, 
M. P., Chairman of our Irish Village committee, 
said but a day or two since in the Chicago news- 
papers, the cooperation of Mrs, Hart in the use of 
any space she may require would not oa be 
——— hono but welcomed by the Irish 
dustries Association. Owing to the publica- 
tion in some of the Chicago newspapers 
that certainly represent a person and 
sectional interest rather than the com- 
monwealth interest of entire Ireland ‘in 
its industrial exhibit at the World's Fair, I pro- 
test against any and representations which 
place, or shall seek to place, the responsibility of 
the Irish Industrial Exhibit at the World's Fair 
in Chicago in other hands than those credited 
and authorized by the national organization. 1 
regret to notice in the publications referred to a 
suggestion which I am bound to think must have 
arisen in error rather than from any other 
feeling. I refer to a possibility of “the 
sale of goods from an Irish woolen 
firm. If a commercial connection with such a 
concern whose interests certainly have not been 
benefited by my personal devotion to the success 
of the Irish exhibit at Chicago should unfortu- 
nately have inspired such a suggestion, I can cer- 
tainly afford to rest in the consciousness that 
such commercial interests will be adequately rep- 
resented in the great building to be devoted to 
manufactures, interests much too large and 
important to ever form part of the cottages ex- 
hibit. Only the necessity of my departure 
from Ghicago could have induced me, through 
o courtesy of your columns, to make public for 
the information of the Irish-Americans in the 
United States and for the benefit of thousands of 
the needy workers in Ireland this statement and 
reference to the Irish Industries Association—a 
noble and philanthropic organization, of which 
the Countess of Aberdeen is President, the Hon.

Ruling on Tobacco Exhibits. 
August Beck & Co. of this city made inquiry 
whether the manufacturers of tobacco would be 
allowed to exhibit manufactured tobacco in bulk 
in glass cases at the World's Fair in the face of 
the Federal statutory provision reauiring that all 
manufacured tobacco be packed in cases of 
specified sizes properly stamped before it was 
sent out of the manufactory. Collector Mamer 
esterday received instructions from the 

misioner of Internal Revenue, that August 
Beck & Co. are not at liberty to send any tobacco 
in bulk to the World's Fair for exhibition or for 
other purposes; but it will be allowable for the 
firm to establish a bonded yu pari of tobac- 
co in Jackson Park, and to exhibit all stages of 
the manufacture of tobacco, and raw. unfinished, 
and ed tobacco in any quantity, packed or 
unpack provided only that none of the product 
leave the 27 except in accordance with the 
requirements of the law. 


World’s Fair Custom-House. 
Collector Clark, Chief Deputy Collector Hitt, 
and Deputy Jewell of the Warehouse and Entry 
Department of the Custom-House had a _ confer- 
ence yesterday with J. M. Comstock, Chief of the 
Customs Division of the Treasury Department, as 
to the subject of customs administration at the 
World’s Fair. The scheme as laid out by Collect- 
or Clark was considered in detail, and it is un- 
derstood was approved. Mr. Comstock will make 
his recommendation to the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and it is expected that withina few days 
Collector Clark will be officially notified of the 
approval of his plans. In general the scheme is 
to appoint chiefs for each department represent- 
ed in Fair, so the entries may be made 
with as much facility as possible. The World's 
Fair Custom-House will be under the supervision 
of Coliector Clark. 


Improvement in Shipbuilding. 

The Lehigh Valley liner H. E. Packer brought 
in from Butfalo yesterday a curious exhibit for 
the World's Fair. It was a rudder-stock and rud- 
der forged in one piece and a stern post and shoe 
also forged in a solid piece of steel. The exhibit 
was manufactured by the Krupp iron works in 
Germany.

OONVENTION IN THE INTEREST OF 
THE NIOARAGUA WATERWAY. 


Chicago Delegates Leave for New Orleans, 
Where the Meeting to Discuss Methods 
of Promoting the Project Opens Tomor- 
row- George . Baker Says Interest in 
the Enterprise Is Growing—Some Esfi- 
mates on the Possible Income and Plans 
for Raising Funds for the Work. 


The Nicaragua Canal convention, recon- 
vened in accordance with a resolution adopt- 
ed at the National convention held at St. 
Louis June 2 last, will assemble in New Or- 
leans tomorrow. Yesterday at 2 o’clock the 
Chicago delegates departed for that city. The 
delegation comprised E. T. Cragin, Chair- 
man; George S. Baker, Secretary; William 
Vocke, Wardell Guthrie, Fred lLadding, 
James Monahan, James T. Rawieigh, John 
Blezen, M. E. Greenebaum, and George C. 
Powers. Besides the above Illinois sends a 
number of delegates, among whom are 
Thomas E. Merritt of Salem, W. R. Brown of 
Vandalia, R. H. Fiddick of Galena, E. C. 
Hawley of Dundee,, David R. Sparks of Al- 
ton, William H. Lyman, Edward Prince, 
Horace S. Brown, Thomas W. Scott, H. J. 
Strawn, J. F. Spaulding, R. W. Childs, ands 
Ralph Plumb. Some of these will accom-

The call for the convention was issued Nov. 
1 by George L. Converse, Chairman of the 
Executive committee. It requests the Gov- 
ernors of States, municipal authorities, 
chambers ot commerce, and boards of trade 
to personally notify their respective delegates 
and appoint others in the place of such as are 
unable to attend. Commercial bodies are re- 
quested to appoint not exceeding one delegate 


on 
con vention, said 
George S. Baker. “I have received a 
great many replies, and with few exceptions 
they are favorable to it. There is no mistak- 
ing the interest which the Nicaragua Canal 
has aroused. I expect the convention will be 
well attended, and that the proceedings will 
awaken more interest than was stimulatea-by 
the explanation of the needs and benetits of 
the enterprise by the speakers at the St. Louis 
convention last June. 
The New Orleans convention, Mr. Baker 
explains, can “do nothing more than discuss 
the subject, make recommendations, and pass 
resolutions. Its purpose isto further create 
public sentiment in favor of the canal in 
order that help from that most potent of all 
forces may be secured in influencing Congres- 
sional legislation. 
“A bill is now pending in Congress, said 
Mr. Baker, turning ever control of the ca- 
nal to the government, in return for which it 
is to guarantee the interest on $100,000,000 of 
bonds to be issued by the Nicaragua Con- 
struction company for the purpose of com- 


pleting the work. It is estimated that 
the proceeds of the bonds will 
be sufficient for that purpose, 


About $6,000,000 has already been expended 
on the work. It is generally conceded that 
the government should control the canal. We 
hope to turther point out the prodigious ad- 
vantages which the canal will confer upon the 
United States and thus enlist the weight of 
public sentiment on our side.“ 

In au address which has been issued to the 

ple of the United States the beneficial ef- 
— of the canal are pointed out at great 
length. The water transit line between the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasta, it points out, will 
be saved 10,000 miles by the canal. There are, 
the address states, 500,000,000 feet of mer- 
chantable timber standing in the States of 
Washington and Oregon, to the value of which 
$125,000,000 will be added. Of the wheat crop 
of the Pacific coast 80 per cent, it is stated, 
was exported in 1891 in sailing vessels.’ At the 
rate of $2 per ton this freightage would have 
paid the canal $3,000,000 in tolls. 

The development which the canal would 
hasten in other resources of the Pacific 
coast, as well as the stimulus which it would 
give tothe trade of this country with other 
parts of the world, is described in detail. It 
cites the tonnage statements and the table of 
receipts for ten years of the Suez Canal, arid 
closes with a quotation of Gen. Grant’s words 
on the subject of the Nicaragua Canal in 
1881. 


New Ortzans, La, Nov. 28.—[Special. ]—

DR. LEE’S CHOLERA TREATMENT. 


Consul Crawford at St. Petersburg Speaks 
Highly of the Chicagoan’s Method, 


Wasuinerton, D. C., Nov. 28.—/[Special. ]— 
Gonsul-General Crawford at St. Petersburg. 
in a report to the State Department on the 
subject of Cholera in Russia. says: 

Treating cholera patients by irrigauon of the 
intestinal caual was introduced at the Obuchoff 
Hospital ia this city Sept. 3, 1892, by Eimer Lee, 
resident physician of the Palmer House, Chicago. 
On arriving at St. Petersburg he gave the results 
of bis experience in Cnicago in the treatment of 
enterocolitis by the irrigauon method. As chol- 
era is also an enterocolitis, and as the method 
proposed by bim seemed reasonable, physiclog- 
ical, and barmiess, it was decided by the bus- 
pital corps to give Dr. Lee a fair trial. He was 
accordingly given one case, which wés admitted 
to be grave. This case was promptly treated. 
but with imperfect apparatus, and the second 
or third day was convalescent. He was then 
given two other cases and they recovered. He 
was then given four, and svoner or later he had 
treated in all twenty-seven cases personally, 
twenty-four of which recovered, showing a mor- 
tality of only 12 per cent. I have persanally vis- 
ited these patients at the Obuchoff Hospital and 
have made clinical notes in reference to them. 1 
have taiked with several physicians of the hos- 
pital staff and have received from them only 
—— ol the highest praise over the results ob- 
tained. 

Enough has been done in this direction to de- 
mand the careful attention of the medical frater- 
nity and to call for a thorough investigation of 
this treatment. Iu this connection I would say 
that the physicians of the Oouchotf Hospital, 
which is the largest cholera hospital in this city, 
concluded, after seeing the resuits of the twenty- 
seven cases above mentioned, that the irrigation 
method should be given a fair and impartial trial, 
Ihe chief of the hospital corps therefore assured 
Dr. Lee, as well as myself, that this method of 
treating cholera should be put on trial for six 
months, after which an official report with refer- 
ence to its value would be published. 

Treatment of cholera by irrigation is based upon 
the general belief that cholera is the result of 
some form of poison which acts on the tissues of 
the colon and sooner or later poisons the system. 
The treatment consists in washing out the bowels 
with some cleansing and disinfecting liquid that 
is not harmf 

The experiments of Dr. Lee, which have been 
confirmed by Dr. Blackstein in his special work 
at Bak oo, go to show that strong castiic soapsuds 
is one of the must effective fluids for this purpose. 

Internal medication used by Dr. Lee is equally 
simple. @ gave generally hydrogen dioxide 
(H2 O2), which is distilled water containing an 
extra atum of oxygen. This he gave every two or 
three hours and in cupful doses. In addition to 
this the patient was given distilled water freely, 
either hot or cold, as be preferred, in which a lit- 
tle common salt was dissolved. According to 
symptoms, however, other remedies were added, 
such as will occur to the mind of the general 
practitioner and which I need not here enumerate. 

It may add interest and weight to this report to 
say that since its preparation I have again con- 
sulted one of the principal puysicians of the hos- 
pital staff, who, after examining it in detail, as- 
sured me t it meets with his entire approba- 
tion. The same physician desired me to say that 
the same treatment has u used in dysentery 
and in simple cases of colo-enteritis since Dr. 
Lee’s departure with excellent results, and that 
the irrigation treatment is still continued at the 
Obuchoff Hospital with marked success in chol- 
era.

| BRIGGS’ TRIAL BEGUN 


6＋ꝙ———— —-—-— 
CELEBRATED OASE BBFORE NEW 
YORK PRESBYTERY. 


The Alleged Heretic, at the Opening Ses- 
sien, Presents a Demurrer to the 
Charges as Amended—He Objects to 
New Charges—Is Willing to Stand Trial 
on Some Accusations—If Justice Is De- 
nied Him at This Court He Will Appeal 
to Synod and General Assembly. 


New York, Nov. 28.—The trial of Prof. 
Charles A. Briggs on charges of heresy was 
begun at 2 v’cloek today at the Old Scotch 
Presbyterian Church. Dr. John C. Bliss is 
Moderator. The church was well filled, much 
interest being manifested in the celebrated 
case, It is hoped all the questions at issue 
will be definitely settled at this sitting of the 
presbytery. 0 

Prof. Briggs was present with his counsel, 
and sat just under and at the left of the pul- 
pit. The prosecuting committee, consisting 
of Dr. G. W. F. Burch, Col. J. J. McCook, 
Dr. B. F. Sample, Dr. J. J. Lampe, and Prof. 
J. J. Stevenson, sat in front of the first pew 
at the right of the pulpit. Dr. Bliss, Dr. 
Alexander, the stated clerk, and the clerk and 
assistant clerk of session sat apart upon the 
platform. The galleries were well filled, and 
the pews on the side aisles and back of those 
occupied by the presbytery were crowded. 

The session was opened with prayer and the 
roll-call was read before. the minutes of the 
preceding meeting wore approved. When the 
presbytery was regdy to proceed directly with 
the trial, the question of most immediate in- 
terest was the line of procedure which Prof. 
Briggs would indicate in his first move. 

The charges, eight in number, accuse Prof. 
Briggs of teaching that the reason is a fount- 
ain of divine authority which may savingly 
enlighten men, even those who reject the 

riptures as the authoritative proclamation 
of the will of God and those who reject the 
mediation of Christ; that a fountain of divine 
authority, apart from scripture, does daving- 
ly enlighten men; that errors have exit in 
the original text of the holy scripture’ as it 
came from the authors; that many of the Old 
Testament predictions have been reversed by 
history, and that the great body of Messianic 
prediction has not and cannot be fulfilled; 
that Moses is not the author of the Penta- 
teuch; that Isaiah is not the author of half the 
book that bears his name; that the processes 
of redemption extend to the world to come in 
the case of many who die in sin; that sanctifi- 
cation is not complete at death. 


Moderator Bliss’ Announcement, 

Moderator Bliss asked for the privilege of 
making an announeement. He said that the 
odjections of Dr. Briggs and his expressed 
purpose to carry his objections to the synod 
should not be ipterpreted as obstructions to 
the trial, but as an honest expression of con- 
viction. He also said that he believed the 
Prosecuting committee equally conscientious. 

At 3o’cloeck Dr. Briggs began to read his 
answer to the charges as amended. The re- 
sponse was a most exhaustive eummung up of 
his defense, and it required two hours for him 
to deliver it. After stating that he had no 
personal desire to delay the actual trial of the 
charge against him on its strict merits Dr. 
Briggs showed that it was necessary for him 
to act as his own counsel, and in this capacity 
he had no right to pass over technicalities or 
to allow the presbytery to establish dangerous 
or illegal precedents 

Dr. Briggs then made his first demurrer to 
the trial uf the present charges because the 
charges put in his hands Nov. 9, 1892, were 
finally disposed of by the dismissal of the 
case against him Nov. 4, 1891, and that the 
presbytery could not legally cite him a second 
time to answer char which they had dis- 
missed. The second objection which Dr. 
Brig zs raised was to the order and regularity 
of every proceeding in the presbytery in any 
action taken agaiust him since the dismissal 
of the original charges in 1891. He continued: 

But it is not for me to advise the presbytery 
what course they should pursue. I have dene my 
duty in filing these objections. I have only this 
further word: That if the presbytery decide 
against me I shall proceed under protest and 
with tne reservation of all legal rights of secur- 
ing such redress in the higher courts as may seem 
necessary. 

In the second section of his protest Dr. 
Briggs dealt with the irregularity of the 
ainenaments to the original charges. He 
pointed out that amendments to charges by 
law of the church are restricted to changes in 
form and not to changes in substance. He 
then said: : 

{ object to the amended charges that the nature 
of the rr oe chargeg bas been changed. The 
original charges called attention to several doc- 
trines taught by me, which, as it was claimed. 
were in conflict with the standards of the doc- 
trine, the standards with which conflict was 
alleged was tbe cardinal doctrine,” That the 
scriptures of the Old and New Testaments are thé 
only infallible rule of faith and practice.“ 


Allegations of Amended Charges. 


The amended charges allege conflict with nine 
essential doctrines of the Westminster standards, 
as follows: 

1. That the holy scripture is most necessary. 

2. That holy scripture is the rule of faith and 
practice. 

3. That holy scripture is the word of God 
written. 

4. That holy scripture is immediately inspired. 

he That God is true, omniscient, and unchange- 
able. 

6. That holy scripture evidences itself to be the 
word of God by the consent of all the parts. 

7. That the infalliblé: rule of interpretation of 
scripture is the scripture itself. 

8. That the processes of redemption are limited 
to the world, 

9. That the souls of believers are at their death 
at once made perfect*in holiness. 

Let us consider the last charge first. This in- 
troduces a new charge—namely: that my teach- 
ing conflicts with the essential doctrine that 
the souls of believers are at their death at once 
made perfect ip holiness.” I waive my objection 
to it and I consent to go to trial on the eighth 
of the present charges. 

Charges 1 and 2 agree in alleging conflict with 
the essential doctriue of the holy scripture and 
of the standards, that holy scripture is most 
necessary, and the rule of faith and practice.“ 
The original charge was limited to conflict with 
the cardinal doctrine that holy scripture is the 
rule of faith and practice.” If these two charges 
had limited themselves to that essential doctrine 


thay would be in proper form for trial, but they 
insert an additional essential doctrine—namely : 
that “the holy scripture is most necessary.” 
This changes the nature of the charge and you 
ca@not legally allow it. It is my right to insist 
that this newcharge be stricken out. At the 
same time lam entirely willing to be tried on 
this charge as a separate charge, if the presby- 
tery so desire. This you may accomplish either 
by breaking up charges 1 and 2 into two charges 
or by ruling that a vote shall be taken on each of 
the two items and charges 1 and 2 separately.

Dr. Loughlin Asserts That He Did Not In- 
fluence the Archbishops in Conference, 
Puriapetputa, Pa, Nov. 28.— The Very 

Rev. James P. Loughlin, D. D., Chancellor of 

the Archdiovese and the executive officer of 

Archbishop Ryan, who with the other prelates 

of the Roman Catholic Church took part in 

the recent conference of Archbishops in New 

York, has said respecting the objects of Mgr. 

Satolli’s visit to this country: 

Any notions that he came to this country with 
a special secret mission from the Pope are totally 
erroneous. Precisely bow long he will remain in 
America 1 cannot say; perhaps a year or two 
longer. He will visit the various seminaries and 
make himself better acquainted with the state of 
the church than he is now. 

Now, as to the New York conference of Arch- 
bishops, there never was amy mystery as to their 
proceedings. Moreover, this conference was con- 
tem lated by the late plenary council. Archbish- 
op Satolli had nothing in particular to do there 
and I understood his attendance was only casual. 
I am not sure that he continued to attend at all 
after conveying the Popes salutation. The con- 
ference knall was occupied chi with two ques- 

ons. First, what measures would be most ex 
dient in providing for the religious instructik 
of children who are not now receiving such in- 
struction by reason of non-attendance at Catholic 
schools: second, what shall be the status of se- 
cret societies? 

The result of the deliberations remains, very 
naturally, unknown to the public for the present, 
Any statement purporting to give the results of 
the transactions of the Board of Archbishops is 
unauthorized. 


SECOND CHARGE 18 SUSTAINED. 


Trial of Prof. Henry Preserved Smith Re- 
sumed by Cincinnati Presbytery. 


Crncrnnatt, O., Nov. 28.—The heresy trial 
of Prof. Henry Preserved Smith of Lane The- 
ological Seminary was resumed this morning 
by the Cincinnati. Presbytery in the First 
Presbyterian church. In the beginning Prof. 
Sproull gave notice of a protest against the 
action of the Presbytery at the last session in 
voting to sustain the first charge and specifi- 
cations as proper in form and legal effect. 
He declared in his protest that the action of 
the Presbytery was not only unwarranted by 
reason but was contrary to Christian brother- 
* The protest was ruled out of order. 

ate was then resumed on the sufficiency 
iu form and legal effect of the second charge 
and its specifications. The charge is that— 

In a pampblet entitled Biblical Scholarship 
and Inspiration Prof. Smith taught contrary 
to a fundamental doctrine of the word of Go 
and the Confession of Faith that the Holy Spirit 
did not so control the inspired writers in their 
composition ofthe boly seriptures as to make 
their utterances absolutely truthful,i. e., free 
from error when interpreted in their natural and 
intended sense.“ 

While the pruper argument before the court 
today was uyon Prot. Smith’s objection to the 
sufficiency of this charge ard its specifications 
as to form any legal effect the members of the 
court almost without exception addressed 
themselves to the discussion of the question 
whether Prof. Smith’s teaching was or was 
not contrary to the fundamental doctrine of 
the church. The vote upon sustaining the 
sufficiency of the second charge resulted yeas, 
44; nays. 17. The third and last charge will 
undoubtedly by approved without debate, and 
then the trial proper will begin.

TO REFUSE TICKETS. 


WESTERN ROADS MENACE THE WAR- 


* RING OHIO RIVER LINES. 


All Companies Involved in the Trouble to 
Be Advised That Railways West from 
Chicago, St. Louis, Bloomington, and Pe- 
oria, as a Last Resort, Will Insist on a 
Temporary Suspension of the Sale of 
Coupon Tickets—East- Bound Shipments 
Singularly Low—Railroad News. 


A meeting of the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation lines was held at Chairman Caldwell’s 
office yesterday totake action on cheap tick- 
ets sold in Ohio, Indiana, and other States, 
based upon war rates to Chicago and to St. 
Louis, and which, with extended limits, are 
finding their way on the Chicago and St. 
Louis market in considerable numbers, to the 
detriment of the ticket sales of the local lines. 
The Chicago and Alton was p 2sent and par- 
ticipated in the discussion, 

A suggestion was made to notify the East- 
ern lines that all lines leading west from Chi- 
cago, Peoria, Bloomington, and St. Louis 
would require proportions of regular normal 
standard tariff rates on all tickets sold 
through these gateways to Missouri River 


points, to St. Paul and beyond, and would not | 


participate in the so-called war rates or cut 
rates, the outgrowth of present differences be- 
tween Eastern roads. 

On being asked for his opinion General 
Passenger Agent Charlton of the Chicago and 
Alton rather-astonished the men present in a 
short speech. He insisted that the time had 
now come when the value to all the Western 
lines of the business originating at Chicago 
and St. Louis, and business which would 
funnel into these cities to besticketed, was of 
so much consequence and of such large pro- 
portions, and the business of Eastern connect- 
mg lines was of such small importance com- 
pared with the local business originating at 
Chicago and St. Louis, that to protect them- 
seives the Western lines must take exceptional 
action. He stated that for his line he would 
be willing to permit Chairman Caldwell 
at any time and without further 
notice or consultation with him to 
notify all Eastern lines, or any of the 
Eastern lines who might be involved in local 
differences which created local rate wars in 
their territory, that during the term of such 
disturbances they should suspend ticket sales 
over all Western roads from Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Bloomington, and that such tickets 
inust remain off sale until rates had been re- 
stored to their normal conditions and agreed 
standard limits. Mr. Charitoa stated that in 
his opinion this was the only way to preserve 
the rates from Chicago and from St. Louis, 
and other large business centers in which the 
Western lines were interested. It was also 
one way of aiding the Eastern lines to settle 
their own differences more quickly than they 
were doing by confining the war in rates and 
the cut in rates to the local territory, and pre- 
vent all ae for extending the terri- 
tory in which cut rates might apply, in this 
way securing additional backing and addi- 
tional assistance, which only aggravated the 
situation and involved others who had no real 
interest in the original trouble. 

Thé association lines were somewhat stag- 
gered at this suggestion, but after thoroughly 
discussing the question among themselves de- 
cided that Mr. Charlton’s suggestion was a 
good one, and the more they thought over it 
the more they liked it, and while they disliked 
giving a notice of this kind so quickly to their 
connections and without previous warning 
they instructed the Chairman in a resolution 
to advise all lines in Ohio and other States 
affected by the present Ohio River rate war 


a the lines 8 of Chi 45 St. Louis, 
loomington, and Peoria w require pro- 
portions of regular standard rates, and in the 


event of this action failing to secure the de- 
sired result in stopping the scalp of tickets at 
Chicago and St. Louis they must prepare at 
short notice to temporarily suspend the sale 
of all tickets over Western roads, it being the 
intention of the Western limes to decline such 
tickets for passage promptly on a given date, 
which will be advised to connections. 

This achon on the part of the Western 
roads will do a great deal towards bringing 
the serious rate war now in progress between 
the Chicago and Ohio River roads to a close, 
This war has assumed serious aspects. Yes- 
terday the Chicago and Eastern IIlinois an- 
nounced a rate of $1.50 a passenger from 
Louisville to Chicago, and the other roads 
will be compelled to mest the rate or let all the 
business go via the Eastern Illinois. 

The action of the Western lines was taken 
to prevent the demoralization from spreading 
to their territory. 


RAILROAD OFFICIALS DISCOURAGED, 


East-Bound Shipments Exceedingly Light 
for This season of the Year. 

The east-bound roads from Chicago are 
greatly discouraged over the existing dullness 
in business. Shipments by rail lines generally 
experience a boom about this season of the 
year, oving to the lake lines going into winter 
quarters. This is the first time in many years 
that there has been no material increase in 
east-bound through shipment.. Last week’s 
through shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions by the various Central Traffic Associa- 
tion roads amounted to only 27,208 tons 
against 29,723 tons for the week previous, an 
44,002 tons for the corresponding week last 
year, Flour shipments last week were 3,284 
tons, against 3,367 tons last year; grain, 
18,173 tons, against 33,062 tons; provisions, 
5,751 tons, against 7,633 tons. The percent- 
ages carried by the various roads were as fol- 
lows: 

Chicago and Grand Trunk, 13.2; Michigan Cen- 
tral, 21.9; Lake Shore, 21.7; Fort Wayne, 15.5; 
Pan-Handle, 4.5; Baltimore and Ohio, 6.6; Nicke 
Plate, 16.6. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight, 
except live stock, from Chicago to through 
and local points in the East last week by the 
various east-bound roads were 61,818 tons, 
against 71,624 tons for the week previous and 
73,252 tons for the corresponding week last 
year, The tonnage carried by the various 
roade was as follows: 

Michigan Central, 8.538 tons; Wabash, 2,417; 
Lake Sbore, 12,318; Fort Wayne. 6,463: Pan- 
Handle, 8,080; Baltimore and Ohio, 3.561; Chicago 
and Grand Trunk, 4,642; Nickel Plate, 7,214; Chi- 
cago and Erie, 6,707; Big Four, 1.878. 

Shipments of all kinds of freight by the lake 
lines from Chicago to the East last week 
amounted to 77,253 tons, against 82,150 tons

REORGANIZATION WILL BE EFFECTED 


North Georgia Railroad to Be Put on @ 
Sound Financial Basis. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 28.— Local bondhold- 
ers of the Marietta and North Georgia rail- 
road were informed today that the plan of re- 
organization of the road 1s substantially upon 
the basis of purchase of the road, including 
all property embraced by the several mort- 
gages, for the benefit of assenting bondhold- 
ers and unpaid coupons. It is proposed to 
issue bonds to the amount of $3,500,000 face 
value, to run fifty years, with interest at 5 per 
cent per annum ; bonds to the amount of $4,000, - 
000 payable and bearing interest at the same 
rate as first issue, and secured by a second 
mortgage upon this property; income bonds, 
non-cu‘nulative, taken at face value, and pre- 
ferred stock to the amount of $3,500,000 to 
have preference over common stock to the ex- 
tent of 5 percent per annum, and common 
stock to the amount of $3,800, 

The $4,000,000 second mortgage bonds are 
to be issued to the stockholders Of the present 
first-mortgage bonds dollar for dollar and 
also for the unpaid matured pons. 
$3,500,000 preferred stock is to be used in sat- 
isfaction of any obligations of the company. 
Devositers of common stock will receive 
stock of. the new company to the extent of 
25 per cent of their holdings. The securities 
not otherwise disposed of are tobe sold for 
the purpose of reimbursing the committee for 
advances made to repay loans and liquidate 
obligations incurred in the process of reor- 
ganization. —

SHAKSPEARE AND THE BIBLE. 


Two Works That Jeremiah Black Prized 
Above All Others. 

Althaugh an omutvorous reader, at least so 
far as wholesale or harmless literature was 
concerned, there were some books for which 
Jeremiah Black seemed to have an especial 
and insatiate fondness. First among these 
stood the Bible, next Shakspeare, and {then 
Wilton’s Paradise Lost. The last he did 
not quote so frequeutly, although he was fond 
of referring to a magnificent copy of that 
great epic as the choicest treasure in 
his library, but with the first two his 
whole mental being ssemed to be thoroughly 
saturated—so completely so, indeed, I 
have no doubt he could have readily repeated 
the greater portion of either of them word for 
word. Peculiar turns of expression and fre- 
quently entire sentences from both dropped 
into his extemporaneous speec and . social 
conversations as they often appeared in the 
more finished productions of bis pen as natur- 
ally as the most familiar phrases in the ver- 
nacular. Nor were these mere stock quota- 
tions grown threadbare from fréquent use, as 
is too often the case, but they seemed to the 
henrer to have been coined expressly for the 
thought as it leaped fresh from the speaker’s 
brain. 

I observed one peculiarity ia the legal argu- 
ments of Judge Biack which it may perhaps 
be well to mention here. He rarely referred 
to what it has become fashionable with the 
profession to call authorities. When he 
cited an adjudicated case it was apt to be one 
that was, to some extent at least, actuall 
binding upon the court, and those he general- 
ly quoted from memory.

TRADING DULL AND PRIOES GENER- 
ALLY SHOWED SMALL DEOLINES. 


— 


Leading Grain Markets at Chicago Were 
Active, Breader, and Higher All Round, 
Wheat and Provisions Taking the Lead 
in the Upward Movement-—What They 
Were Doing in South Water Street— 
General Commercial and Financial News 
from Outside Points. 

® Contending views as to favorable or unfavorable 
promises concerning the future of speculative se- 
curities continuewretty evenly balanced, and pro- 
found dullness is still the rule. The bears have the 
aid of the prospect of gold shipments,and even look 
forward to a possibility of a premium on gold at 
no very distant day; the almost certain failure of 
the International Monetary Conference to agree 
upon any definite plan for a relief of the silver sit- 
uation: small merchandise exports and large im- 
ports, making the balance of trade constantly 
more unfavorable; prospective legislation on the 
tariff, national banks, currency questions, and an 
anti-option bill; and added to all of that an indis- 
position on the part of the public to operate in 
the market. This is a long list of resources 
that the bears have to reinforce their views, but 
those who hold other opinions of the market are 
not left with nothing to base their opinions upon. 
The public generally is in an unusually prosperous 
condition. Evidence of that is seen in a wide in- 
quiry for bonds, which comes much earlier than 
it usually comes and which is steadily increasing 
in volume. They also have excellent earnings of 
about every property represented by securities on 
the local list, and iu the case of many of these se- 
curities prospects of largely increased earnings 
next year. Compared with former timgs prices 
of most of the securities are not high; with 
the exception of, the street railroads there is 
nothing on the list that has not sold a great 
deal higher than present quotations and 
some of the stocks are quoted at prices lower 
than they have been in months, and some as low 
as they ever have been before. Some of the more 
confident traders look for a resumption of activity 
next month, and they base that view on the 
steadily increasing demand for bonds which is 
met with by the counter dealers. This demand 
is unusually heavy for this period of the year, 
and it leads to the belief on the part of many that 
the generally prosperous condituon of trade has 
put an unusually large amount of funds in the 
hands of the -investing public and that 
these funds must sooner or later seek an outlet in 
the speculative markets. On the other hand, it 
is admitted that if this activity does not make its 
appearence within say the first ten days of De- 
cember there need be little hove of it coming be- 
fore the first of next year, for if it does not come 
within the first ten days the holiday spirit will 
begin to lay hold of investors and business-men 
will conclude to wait until they have balanced 
their annual accounts. and so nothing can be 
looked for from the public until after the January 
disbursements, 

Trading at the Stock Exchange yesterday 
showed neither activity nor marked fluctuations 
in quotations. As a whole the market was rather 
heavy, the street railways, the breweries. and a 
number of other securities, including Gaslight 
and Coke bonds, selling lower. There is a remark- 
ably small amount of turning over from first to 
second account, as shown by the official list of 
transacions. That list has not shown nearly all 
of such trades, however. The ruling is that such 
turns cannot go on the official list if objection is 
mide, and objection has been frequently made at 
this settlement. It is generally conceded now 
that there is no more short interest of any account 
iv the street railways. So long as there is not 
that element to buoy up the market and no pub- 
lic buying to help maintain quotations the popu- 
lar idea is that quotations will sag again unless 
Philadelphia comes tothe rescue. Philadelphia 
has been quiet for some time, and there is little 
to indicate that the operations of the Philadel- 
phians cut much figure in the market just now. 

Street’s Stable Car stock was active. and held 
throughout the session with scarcely the fluctua- 
tion of a fraction. The stock opened at 30½ for 
the account and closed at 304%. There are a num- 
ber of indications inthe market which lead to 
the inevitable conclusion of a considerable short 
interest in this stock. There has been more 
transferring from the first to the second account 
than in nearly all the other securities combined, 
and the names of two Board of Trade houses 
which are known to represent customers with 
bearish views are given on these transactions. 

Canal and Dock stock was a shade firmer with- 
out any special reason being apparent. Diamond 
Match was also firmer, sell: rather liberally at 
145. Western Stone touched the lowest point it 

has sold at, a sale being made at 90. Bids were 
hard to get when the selling price was fixed, only 

87 being bid for the first account, and 59 for the 

second. 

The brewery stocks continue to sag, the quota- 
tion for Milwaukee and Chicago common going 
off to 32%. Official information is to the affect 
that the annual report will be received from En- 
gland within a few days. and that it will show a 
surplus for both companies after paying the in- 
terest on the bonds, the dividends on the pre- 
ferred stock, and charging off the usual liberal 
sums for depreciation, No one supposes that that 
surplus will be large enough to warrant a divi- 
depd at this time on the common stocks, but 
the insiders make the most confident predictions 
regarding dividends next spring. It is also offi- 
cially stated that the output at present shows a 
very considerable increase over the product a 
year ago. and that the full $6.00 a brl is being 
obtained against $4.00 a year ago. It is argued 
from the fact that, as the company was able to 
make more than its fixed charges and the pre- 
ferred dividend on $4.00 a bri, the profits must 
naturally now be enormous when they are receiv- 
ing $6.00 a bri. It is generally counted that the 
cost of beer-making., including the $1.00 revenue 
stamp, is about $3.00 a bri. If a profit of the 
$1.00 8 the $3.00 of cost and the $4.00 re- 
ceived during the nine months of the beer war 
produced revenue enough to meet all fixed 
charges and the preferred dividend, a profit of 
three times that much, which would according to 
these figures be made on the beer which is sold at 
$6.00 a bri, ought certainly to produce a hand- 
some income, 

Without doubt one of the chief objections and 
main points of weakness in these brewery securi- 
ties is the cumbersome and distasteful methods 
of English corporation management. The pres- 
ent depressed prices may — be set down ag a 
standing prot@t against those methods, methods 
which are voluminous in red tape obstacles to 
any clear understanding of a corporation’s condi- 
tion, and which with all their great show of care- 
ful and elaborate modes of accounting finally re- 
sult in the most unsatisfactory statements, so far 
as any definite information is concerned, that any 
stockholders receive. No one having an under- 
standing of the present condition of the beer 
trade can doubt that these proper- 
ties are making enormous earnings, 
but in spite of that stockholders 
see quotations constantly sagging ana the market 
for their securities in a most unsatisfactory con- 
dition. Suchathing would not be possible if 
they were able to get any information that 
brought down the condition of the company to 
within a twelve month of the date of inquiry. 
However successful may be the future of these 
breweries or of any of the other international se 
curities, it is certain that the Chicagd invésting 
public will never again subscribe frsely to se- 
curities that are issued under the English cor- 
poration laws.
